MUTINY ON LAKE; 
STRIKE FOLLOW 
Firemen on the Eastland Quit 
Work and the Captain, 
Armed, Puts Them 
in Chains. 


BOAT DRIFTS FOR HOURS. 


All Union Employes Are Called 
Off Steamer Later and the 
Company Faces a Bitter 
Labor Struggle. 


A. mutiny of the old fashioned sort oc- 
curred on board the steamer Eastland, bouna 
from Chicago to South Haven, yesterday, 
and for an hour the’big boat with 550 pas- 
sengers on board drifted idly in midlake. 

The captain acted promptly and placed 
the mutineets under arrest at the point 
of a revolver, and when the vessel arrived 
at South Haven six of them were taken off 
in chains and placed in the city jail to await 
the arrival of United States Marshal O'Don- 
nel] from Grand Rapids. 

Then when the boat on its return arrived 
in Chicago late last night with all available 
men pressed into service in the fire hole, 


Business Agent David McKiffen of the Ma- | 


rine Firemen, Ollers, and Water Tenders’ 
union ordered the big vessel stripped of its 
union firemen and declared that not a man 
shail return until their comrades who are 
imprisoned in South Haven are released. 


Foresee Serious Labor Trouble. 


Since the men under arrest are guilty of a 
serious offense against the government and 
high officials of the Eastland conmtpany are 
determined to push the case against them, 
it is probable the strike will become per- 
manent. 

Labor union officials in Chicago regard the 
clash as the clmax of growing difficulties with 
lake employers and profess to see ahead a 
serious struggle. ‘ 

On their side, the boats’ officials declare 
they will proceed to operate the Eastiandand 
the other vessels of the Michigan steamship 
line in spite of the labor unions. 

“Tt doesn't make any difference if we have 
to pay $10 a day for firemen, we'll get non- 
union men to run the boat,”’ declared Capt. 
J. C. Pereve when the men walked off last 


night. | 
Mutineers Keep Secret Well. 


When the Eastland left Chicago for South 
Haven in the morning there were no signs 
of discontent among its stokers. Chief En- 
gineer George Randall had no intimation of 
an impending mutiny in the firehold. Most 
of the men had been employed on the East- 
land for several weeks, and were considered 
efficient workmen. 

Just after noorm with all apparently going 
well on the steamer, its passengers were 
thrown into consternation by the sudden 
stopping of the engines. This was followed 


@ moment later by a report that the firemen 


had deserted the stokehold and refused to 
return, Meantime the vessel rolled listlessly 
in the light sea running. | 

Capt. Pereue ran from the bridge to the 
main deck, summoning First Mate Charles 
Richardson as he went. The two officers 
found the six firemen standing deflant on the 
main deck forward. | 

‘“ What's the matter with you fellows?” 
asked Capt. Pereue of the stokers. 


All on Account of Potatoes. 


“This boat is stopped until we get po- 
tatoes.”’ declared the leader. 

‘Haven't you had any potatoes?’ the en- 
gineer asked. | 3 

“ You don't see any around, do you?” was 
the question that was returned. . 

Then the captain hurried into the galley. 

“ Why don’t you send the firemen in some 
potatoes?’ he asked the cook. | 

“Do you see that tubful?” the cook an- 
swered, and he pointed to a small tub filled 
with potatoes boiled with the jackets on. 
“I’ve had to refill that tub twice and the 
third time I sent it in they refused to take it. 
They said they would have mashed potatoes 
or nothing.”’ 

Then the captain returned to the firemen. 

“* You fellows can get along without mashed 
potatoes. I had to put up with boiled pota- 
toes for my dinner, and besides we have no 
mashed potatoes.” 

At this statement the six mutinous fire- 
men withdrew farther forward in the boat. 
They were: Glenn Watson, Mike Davern, 
Frank La Plarte, Edward Fleming, Mike 
Smith, and William Madden, 


Captain’s Orders Are Defied. 


A consultation was held between Mate 
Richardson and Capt. Pereue, and the cap- 
tain then said: 

“This boat has already been delayed forty 
minutes through this affair. There must be 
no more delay. Either the men of the last 
watch or the men of the next watch must 
go to work within three minutes. Unless 
you can agree which, all will be arrested and 
charged with mutiny.’’ 

When the officers, well armed, advanced 
towerd the group of strikers resistance was 
expected. Mate Richardson was first to 
reach the men. He took hold of Watson, the 
spokesman of the party. Watson drew back, 
but was drawn away from his fellows, hur-’ 


ried through the vessel, and handcuffed to } 


a stanchion. 
No more resistance was offered until] Will- 


fam Madden was seized. He fought hard, 
but the four-officers overpowered and hand- 
cuffed him, The others were led to their 
quarters and sent below, a man being placed 
to guard the companionway leading above 
decks until the ship reached land / 


Boat Started with Difficulty. 


Having the mutinous firemen disposed of, 
Capt. Pereue turned his attention to starting 
his ship. The two contented firemen of the 
afternoon watch, George Lippin and Ben- 
jamin Myers, went to the fireroom and, with 
help of others of the crew, got steam enough 
on the ship to complete the run. 

The Eastland had not been at the Chicago 
dock three minutes last night before Busi- 
ness Agent McKiffen was aboard. He had 
been notified of the trouble over the telephone | 
by South Haven lawyers. He called all the 
firemen off, and all obeyed his orders. 

* Look here, Dave,’’ said Engineer Randall, 
‘“‘] was a charter member of the firemen's 
union, but if you are going to defend those 
fellows in tieing up a steamboat in midlake 
I've got no further use for you or the union.” 

For leaving their work between ports the 
firemen. if mutiny be proven against them, 
may be given long penitentiary sentences. 
If held to.the United States court the offend- 
ers in yesterday's trouble will probably be

CANAL TREATY LOST. 


Colombia’ Asks Larger Bonus, 
United States Will Not Pay. 


MEANS NICARAGUA ROUTE. 


on Alternative Waterway. 


Washington, D. C., Amg. 13.—[Special. ]— 
Colombia practically has killed the Panama 
canal treaty, and it is believed that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt almost surely will decide to 
select the Nicaraguan canal route. 

Colombia struck a death blow to the Pana- 


having the treaty under consideration adopt- 
ed nine amendments, any one of which will 
be fatal to the treaty, owing to the impos- 
sibility of securing their adoption. by the 
United States senate, which must accept or 
reject them. 

Officials of the department of state and 
Sefior Herran, the Colombian chargé d'af- 
faires here, are in the dark as to the exact 
nature of these amendments. From meager 
and mutilated official dispatches received to- 
night, however, it is known that the two 
principal amendments provide for a large 
and unreasonable increase in the bonus de- 
manded of the United States for the strip of 
territory through which to construct the 
waterway, and for a provision which pro- 
hibits the Celombian government giving the 
United States absolute and perpetual! control 
over this territory. The other amendments 
are considered unimportant., 

<The committee's action in order to be bind- 
ing must’be ratified by the Colombian con- 
gress, but there is scarcely any doubt about 
the ratification of the treaty in its amended 
form, as the amendments were agreed to by 
the friends of the canal, its enemies on the 
committee having voted in favor of the abso- 
lute rejection of the treaty. 


Means Another Long Delay. 

Officials of the state department are dis- 
gusted and disappointed at the action of the 
Colomblan committee, as it means a long 
delay in the construction of the canal. Sefior 
Herran, Colombian chargé d'affaires, agrees 
with the department, and when seen tonight 
said: | 

“Iam bitterly disappointed. Those amend- 
ments are fatal to the treaty. I donot know 
their exact wording, but any amendment 
will be fatal.’’ 


Will Not Be Sandbagged. 


Colombia has repudiated its solemn agree- 
ment and is attempting to sandbag the 
United States by demanding a larger pay- 
ment. This demand will not be agreed to.

Treaties with Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
have been prepared for some months and 
only await the signatures of the negotiators 
to put them in shape to be sent to the ratify- 
ing bodies. If the vague dispatches re- 
ceived here tonight give the true situation 
Fresident Roosevelt will, in all probability, 
instruct Secretary Hay to affix his signature 
to them and secure those of the Nicaraguan 
and Costa Rican minister. These treaties will 
then be referred to the United States senate 
and the congresses of the two Central Amer- 
ican: republiés. 


President Is to Decide. 

The president is authorized to choose the 
Nicaraguan route if, after a reasonable time 
he is unable to secure a title, concessions, 
and control of territory and other conces- 
sions. This law was signed on June 28, 1902, 
nearly fourteen months ago, and practically

Officials on Watch for Uncanny 
Marauders at Lake Bluff.

Weird Story of Noctarnal Persecution 
Told by Young Woman. 


A policeman kept watch last night near 
the bedside of Inga Hanson, an invalid, in 
the residence of Dr. C. D. Messenger, in 
Lake Bluff, while another policeman, with 
the village marshal, was on guard outside 
the house. | 

This was Village President F. W. Cornish’s 
plan to find out the source of reported at- 
-tacks on the house by midnight prowlers— 
attacks which have brought terror to Dr. 


Messenger and her invalid guest. _ 

During the early evening President Cor- 
nish commanded the little army of occupa- 
tion, but when midnight passed without inci- 
dent he went to his house, a short distance 
away. There he slept with one, eye open. 

Stories of nocturnal attacks and escapes 
have been told by residents in the doctor's 
house, and their cause, Miss Hanson insisis, 
is in some way connected with her ‘suit 
against the Chicago City railway company, 
in which she wants damages for injuries 
received in a fall from a streetcar. . . 

While President Cornish is not ready to 
accept the women's theories of the disturb- 
cence, he witnessed enough a recent mid- 
night watch outside the house to determire 
him to reach the bottom of the mystery 
which has set the village agog. 


Strange Story by Police. 

Here is the sequence of events which has 
stirred up the suburb, as told by the police, 
and corroborated by Miss Hanson's attor- 
neys: 

‘Barly last week strangers are reported 
to have been seen about the place by the 
women, and this so frightened them that 
last Friday night Attorney W. C. Parker 
‘and Emil Nelson volunteered to keep guard 
inside the house, Until then the police had 
not been notified of the occurrences. 

‘About 1 a. Saturday Policeman W. G. 
Kennedy was summoned from his home by a 
messenger, who deciared that Miss Hanson 
was being murdered. Kennedy and Marshal 
Pierce hurried to the house, but they could 
find no trace of the marauders. 

* Parker declared he saw three or four 
men lurking in the shadow on the lawn, and 
that they fired three shots toward the house. 
He returned the fire with four shots. In the 
meantime another man had entered the 
house and was strangling Miss Hanson when 
he was discovered. He escaped. 

“ Kennedy and Pierce examined the house 
but found no traces of bullets, and a. window 
that was shattered appeared to.have been 
broken from the inside. Neighbors, however, 
‘said they heard seven shots distinctly. 


Marks Al] Inside the House. 
“Nearly midnight on Sunday the police 
were again called, and President Cornish 
was summoned by another report of attack. 


story of shots fired and stones thrown. The 
marks on the door indicated that the stones 
were thrown frorn the inside, and there were 
no marks of bulléts. 

“Tuesday night President Cornish, with 
Policemen Kennedy and Odenbried, hid in 
the shrubbery near the house to watch, with- 
out result, and Wednesday night they again 
watched. Shortly after midnight there was 
a sound of crashing stones within, and Dr. 
Messenger rushed out calling for help and 
firing a pistol. Anderson ran into the house, 
followed by Cornish and his aids, but found 
nothing to indicate the cause of the sounds. 
They were told that a stranger had entered 
and struck Miss Hanson and escaped.” 

It is said that Cornish forbid Parker to go 
near the house again, and declared his belief 
that the attackers were imaginary. 

“ All I know of the occurrences is what I 
have been told by Mr. Cornish,” said Stuart 
G. Shepard, one of the woman’s attorneys. 
“TI am as mystified as any one, but I do not 
believe the attorneys of the railway com- 
pany would countenance any such attacks to

IS STEP TOWARD PEACE. 


News Comes from Pekin, and 
Is Welcomed by Both 
British and Japanese 
Governments. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Aug. 14, 3 a. m.—If advices from 
Pekin, received this morning, are confirmed 
President Roosevelt will be asked by China 
and Russia to act as arbitrator for the set- 
tlement of the Manchurian difficulty. . 

Dispatches from Pekin announce that 
Prince. Ching, head of the Chinese board of 
foreign affairs, has secured Russia's con- 
sent to the propasal to invoke President 
Roosevelt's good offices. 

The news is-the most important’that has 
come from out of the far east in many years. 
The Manchurian difficulty has for months 
been a source of anxiety to Great Britain and 
Japan, as well as to Russia, and several 
times the three powers named have bees 
close to war, 


Russia’s Aggressive Policy. . 
Russia's aggressicn in northern China and 
her practical seizure of Manchuria began 
with the close of the campaign against 


| China in 1900, when the allied armies of the 


powers fought their way to the relief of the 

besieged legations at Pekin. | 
When the Chinese government had madé¢ 

reparation for the attacks on the embassieq 


} at Pekin, all the powers save Russia wtth- 


drew their troops. Russia not only held t¢ 
Manchuria, but increased her military force 
in that province, on the pretext of guarding 
the transsiberian railway line and of re 
storing order. 

‘Not only has Russia kept a firm military 
ho!d on Manchuria, but she has elosed Man- 
churian ports to the commerce of the world, 
and, by threats and persuasion, induced 
China to refuse to sign commercial treaties 
with England, the United States, and Japan. 

Russia's aggressive policy in holding to 
Manchuria has also been extended into 
Corea, where Japan has gpecial interests, 
Japan's fleet has been mobilized for many 
weeks, while negotiations for the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria have been in progress 
between Tokio and St. Petersburg. 

Russia has persistentiy refused to withe 
draw her troops. She has made a tentative 
promise to move her army out of Manchuria

Long Step Toward Peace. 


The submission of the whole Manchurian 
affair to the arbftration of President Roose- 
velt will be welcomed as a step toward a long 
period of peace in the far east. 

China's willingness to accept President 
Roosevelt's arbitration is readily understood 
here. Russia's consent to submit the ques- 
tion to the good offices of the president of 
the United States is not so easily accounted 
for. While the traditional friendship be- 
tween Russia and America is well recognized, 
it is known that the United States has espe- 
cial interests in Manchuria which conflict 
vitally with those of the czar’s government. 

It may be that Russia, in consenting to 
submit the whole Manchurian affair to the 
arbitration of President Roosevelt is bent on 
giving the United States a renewed proof of 
friendship. 

Or, as believed in some quarters here, Rus- 
sia is anxious to clear away all misunder- 
standing with England and Japan in the far 
east in order to have a free hand In the nearer 
east, where Russian intervention in the Bal- 
kans its considered in military circles to be 
unavoidable. 


Specie! Viceroyalty Created. 

A ukase was promulgated yesterday from 
St. Petersburg forming the Amur district 
and the Kwang-tung territory, in eastern 
Siberia, into a special viceroyaity. Ad- 
miral Aliexoff, commander of the Pacific 
fleet, has been appointed viceroy for the far 
east, and will command both army and navy. 


. The establishment of a viceroyalty for the 


Amur district and Kwang-tung province will 
not affect the evacuation of Manchuria in 
October. For some time Russia has been 
considering the advisability of placing the 
control of all her far eastern territory and 
Manchuria under one head, instead of three, 
as at present. 

As long as the Russian occupation of Man- 
churia shall last Viceroy Aliexoff will be in

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 13.—What is 
causing the greatest concern in diplomatic 
aud government circles regarding the pres- 
ent insurrection ie the grave nature of the 
Bulgarian outbreak in Macedonia, which is 
gradually spreading. Women are now _— 
ing part in the fights against the TurRish 
troops. It is feared the Bulgarian govern- 
ment, despite best intentions, finds difficulty 
in. controlling the popular feeling, and that 
‘complications may ensue. 

Negotiations between Zinoview, the Rus- 
sian ambassador, and the yildiz kiosk 
concerning the murder of the Russian consul 
at Monastir are progressing, but a satisfac- 
‘tory settlement seems difficult. A question 
as to the punishment of the murderer has 
arisen. The Turkish government wishes to 
avoid an execution, while the Russians insist 
that he be executed publicly so his fate may 
serve as a warning. Russia does not con- 
sider the $40,000 offered as indemnity suf- 
ficient. 

Rebel Army 10,000 Strong. 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Aug. 13.—Christo Tartar- 
cheff, president of the central Macedonian in- 
ternal committee, says that the band now 
fighting in the vilayet of Monastir consists of 
9.000 to 10,000 men, mostly young and en- 


\ thusiastic and trained in the use of arms. 


Their number could be quadrupled were it 
not that the difficulty of feeding such an’ 
army renders its increase inadvisable. The 
Turkish troops are badly clothed and de- 
moralized. They have repeatedly refused to 
march against the insurgents, who are well 
supplied with arms and ammunition, chiefly 
purchased from Turkish soldiers who sold 
their guns for cash almost within sight of the 
barracks of Monastir. By the plentiful em- 
ployment of money insurgent bands have 
been enabled to smuggle any quantity of 
guns across the frontier, and the highest 
Turkish officials have readily accepted in- 
surgent gold. 


Russian Officers Expect War.

VESUVIUS AGAIN ACTIVE 


LOUD NOISES COMING FROM IN- 
TERIOR OF VOLCANO. 


Ashes and Lava Thrown from Crater 
and Entire Surrounding Region Is 
Shaken by Earthquakes—Village of 
Ottajano in Danger of Being Wiped 
Out by Stream of Molten Stone Flow- 
ing Toward It — Experts See No 
Danger. 


ROME, Aug. 13.—Vesuvius is again caus- 
ing intense alarm in the surrounding region, 
the eruptions of the volcano being heavy 
today. This alarming activity which fol- 
lowed the shocks of earthquake’ is augment-> 
ing. The detonations are loud and almost 
continuous, while from the fresh opening at 
the base of the principal crater two streams 
of lava are issuing, which within a few hours 
covered a wide tract of ground. 

One stream has covered ground already 
arid from previous eruptions, but the other is 
going swiftly towards the village of Ottajano, 
the direction taken by the famous eruption 
of 1872. 

The whole district around the volcano is 
shaken by frequent earth shocks and a per- 
fect panic prevails, the population crowding 
the churches to pray or gathering in open 
spaces for safety. Experts, howeveyg, affirm 
that so far there is no reason to fear a se- 
rious disaster. 

Argentine Earthquake Kills Five. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 13.—An earth- 
quake at Mendoza last night killed five per- 
sons and wounded many, who are now at- 
tended in the hospital. The center of the 
town suffered comparatively little. The 
houses destroyed were situated in the quar- 
ter called the Pueblo Viejo, near the ruins 
of old Mendoza, which was destroyed on 
March 20, 1861, when more than 7,000 per- 
sons perished. 

Mendoza is the capital of the province of 
the same name. An earthquake is no rarity 
there, but since 1861 no violent one has oc- 
curred. 

Some of the Damage Wrought. 

The authorities have closed the schools 
until all the edifices can be thoroughly in- 
spected. The tower of the Church of San 
Francisco, which collapsed, was 100 feet in 
height. It came down through the choir 
and destroyed the splendid organ. 

The whole town passed the night in the 
open streets, fearing a repetition of the 
earthquake. 


HUMBERTS FIND EASY VICTIMS. 


Men Who Loaned Millions of Francs to 
the Paris Swindlers Testify 
at the Trial. 


PARIS, Aug. 13.—In the Humbert trial to- 
day several creditors testified to loans of 
many millions of francs. Their statements 
showed their credulity regarding Mme. 
Therese’s story of the Crawford inheritance. 
Among the witnesses was a banker named 
Schotsmans, whose brother was mysteriously 
assassinated during the time of the Hum- 
bert complications. Mme. Therese dramat- 
ically demanded of Schotsmauns that he ex- 
onerate her brother, Romain d’Aurignac, 
from the suspicion of complicity in his broth- 
er’s death. The witness answered that his 
brother did not know the Humberts. Mme. 
Therese thereupon made a declamatory 
statement, saying that the mass of false- 
hoods would disappear in a few hours when 
her disclosures were made. 


CHILE CABINET HAS RESIGNED. 


Important Political Changes Expected 
to Result in the South Ameri- 
can Republic. 


SANTIAGO DE CHILE, Aug. 13.—The min- 
istry has resigned and important political 
changes are expected. The moderate liber- 
als will probably join the liberal alliance, 
leaving the Balmacedists and conservatives 
to form a new ministry. 

In addition to the complications with neigh- 
boring republics, Chile has had ‘a great deal 
of trouble recently with extensive strikes. 

When President Riesco opened the new 
congress on June 1 his message was coldly 
received by the public owing to the numerous 
promises made by him which had not been 
redeemed.

MEXICAN TROOPS MEET DEFEAT 


Maya Indians in Yucatan Said to Have 
Made Unexpected Attack and In- 


flicted Heavy Damage. 

Mexico City, Aug. 13.—[{Special.]—The 
bloodiest battle of the Maya Indian rebel- 
lion has just been fought in Yucatan, accord- 
ing to dispatches received here. It is 
stated a large body of Indians, who were 
supposed to have been subdued, made an 
unexpected attack upon a detachment of 
government troops. Sixty of the latter were 
killed or seriously wounded. The soldiers 
were forced to withdraw from the field, leavy- 
ing their dead and wounded behind.

number of fatalities resulting from Tuesday 
morning’s hurricane already reported has 
reached seventy, and it is believed that 200 
persons lost their lives. The injured now 
number 500. In this district alone twenty- 
five persons lost their lives. 

The hurricane was the worst that has 
been experienced in the history of British 
occupation. The damage to property ap- 
proaches $12,000,000. Thousands of home- 
less persons are wandering about in a con- 
dition of extreme misery. 3 

Only six houses are standing in the town 
Fifteen hundred persons 
there are homeless and 2,000 are homeless 
at Port Antonio. Only the tail of the hurri- 
cane struck Kingston, which is less damaged 
than the other towns, although the electric 
lighting and water plants were wrecked. All 
shipping was more or less injured. 

All towns on the north side of the island 
were practically destroyed and many of those 
inland also. There is great suffering from 
lack of food and shelter. The gufferers are 
threatened with starvation. In Panama the 
cocoanut, coffee, pimento, and cocoa. crops 
were destroyed. | , 

Sufferers Seek Towns. 


The destitution in the stricken districts is 
appalling. Thousands of persons, home- 
less, starving, and ill clad, are hurrying to 
the towns to obtain shelter and supplies, but 
as all the churches and public buildings have 
been demolished their misery cannot be re- 
lieved.

BELGRADE, Aug. 13.—It is reported that 
King Peter has declared emphatically that

It is stated that King Peter has.invited

The discipline of the army has been grave- 
ly shaken, and that difficult task confronts 
King Peter unless he shall be able to get 
the upper hand of the military party by pro- 
ceeding against the recent conspirators. At 
present he is virtually a prisoner in the hands

GBRMAN PRAISES AMERICA 


COMMERCIAL COUNCILOR BOCKER 
ADMITS SUPREMACY. 


As Resalt of Tour in United States He 
Remarks on Extraordinary Re- 
sources and Expresses Belief ‘That 
Enormous Progress of Last Decade 
Will Continue at Increasing Ratio— 
Says Protective Tariff Enabled In- 
vasion of Foreign Markets.

BERLIN, Aug. 13.—In his official report 
Commercial Councilor Bocker, who accom- 
panied Baron Rheinbaben on his recent tour 
of America, remarks upon the extraordinary 
resources of the United States, and expresses 
belief that the enormous progress of the 
great republic dtring the last decade will 
continue at an increasing ratio, and that 
America still will find the largest market for 
her industrial productiog within her own 
borders. 

Councilor Bocker admits that protective 
duties have enabled the United States to 
compete successfully in foreign markets, but 
does not consider this ground for reprisal, as 
the world is wide enough for both the United 
States and Germany. 

The lessons that Germany has to learn from 
America, the report says, are specialization 
of industry, reduction of cost through use 
of labor saving machinery and distribution 
of work among affiliated companies, al- 
though as regards to the last named the 
baron admits that he does not regard this so 
easy as in a new country. He describes the 
transatlantic shipping combination asa fail- 
ure, but foresees danger to Germany from 
the operations of the United States Steel 
corporation, mainly in respect to manufac- 
tured goods.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 13,—[Special.]— 
There will» be another airship test on the 
lower Potomac Saturday afternoon, as prep- 
arations practically have been completed for 
the test of another fifteen foot model aero- 
drome, patterned after Prof. Langley’s big 
airship. 

An entirely new launching apparatus will 
be used in the second test. Mechanics have 
been engaged for several days in constructing 
the launching car and the track, and these 
will be completed tomorrow. 

While the members of the scientific party 
will not admit there was any defect in théold 
Yaunching car, it is significant that they are 
incurring considerable expense in construct- 
ing the new one. A more successful test is 
expected on Saturday, as the scientists are 
confident they have gained valuable experi- 
ence from the first test. -They are concerned, 
however, about the disposition of the flying 
machine to sink when it reaches the water.

An alarming death rate among infants 
has marked the last seven days here, thirty- 
one babies having died of diarrheal diseases 
as the result of being fed condensed milk and 
inferior and unhealthy cows’ milk, it is said. 
Dr. Woodward, the health officer, is strongly 
opposed to mothers prematurely weaning 
their babies, but in most instances this is 
done because they are compelled to earn their 
living. Twenty-nine of. the dying infants 
were less than 1 year old and two were less 
than 2 years of age. Dr. Woodward says: 

“Weaning of children during the heated 
season is seldom recommended as a matter 
of choice, but only as a matter of necessity. 
In most instances the deceased infants were 
said to have been well developed and healthy 
and to have thriven so long as they were fed 
on mothers’ milk. The fatal change began 
with the substitution of other foods. The 
cause most commonly alleged for such sub- 
stitution was,the necessity under which the 
mother found herself of earning her own live- 
lihood. Condensed milk seems to have been 
selected in most cases because of its con- 
venience and not because of any intelligent 
belief in its superior merit. No effort was 
made to skimp on the price of this article, 
In only one case was a cheap brand used, and 
that was by no means the cheapest. 

‘‘ Those having the care of the babies seem 
generally to have been ignorant of the neces- 
sity for a proper water supply for such chil- 
dren. Little water was given as a rule, and 
even that small amount was Potomac water, 
unboiled. Nipples on bottles were but fairly 
well cared for. The sanitary condition of 
many of the premises in which these children 


lived was bad.”’ |

I may geta 
few punches, but he will be scared and his 
blows will be like love taps. I am going to 
batter away and hit him any place above the 
belt I can. A few good wallops will round 
him up like a bucking broncho.”’ 


Work of Yesterday. 

Jeff's work today consisted of a half hour’ s 
shadow work, a walk of a few miles, and 
a little bag punching. He would not take 
the chance of bunging up his hands in box- 
ing, as fighting tools are too precious an 
article to tamper with at this stage of the 
game. 

Corbett monkeyed through several rounds 
with Sam Bergers but went at the punching 
bag viciously with blows hard enough to 
burst the leather. When the ball exploded 
a witin the crowd said: ‘If that was Jeff's 
head America would have a new champion.”’ 
In the afternoon Corbett and Ryan held 
their customary star chamber session. 


Scalpers Selling Tickets. 

The town is full of strangers and every 
incoming train is bringing sports from all 
parts of the country as far east as Boston.

To Enter Ring at 9 O’Clock. 


Referee Graney has talked the rules over 
with both men. There will be no unneces- 
sary delay in the ring. The principals have 
been notified to be ready to step into the 
ring at 9 o’clock sharp, but with the usual 
delay of time wasted in adjusting bandages, 
etc., the men, it is hoped, will get together 
about 0:30.

Billy Delaney wants a physician to examine 
both Corbett and Jeffries before they enter 
the ring, so that neither will have a chance 
to foul himself and claim the other did it. 

“ We are willing to stand an examination, 
and think the other side should be willing, 
too,” Delaney said this morning. “I don't 
think Corbett would do such a thing, but it’s 
best to take all precautions. You know a 
man can easily foul himself and make it ap- 
pear the other side did it. He can do it with 
a poultice before the fight, hide a red blotch 
under his tights, or he can do it with a hypo- 
dermic injection between rounds. So I have 
suggested that physicians look both men 
over thoroughly before the fight, so as to do 
away with any possibility of double play.

BATTLESHIP MASSACHUSETTS 
DEVELOPS MANY NEW LEAKS. 


Breaks in Hull Are Found Aft and Craft 
Is Taken Into Shoal Water Lest It 
Should Sink. 


Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 13.—The injuries 
to the battleship Massachusetts caused by 
striking Egg Rock shoal yesterday are more 
serious than the first examination indicated. 
Not only are the forward compartments full 


aft, and divers have been at work all day 
trying to locate the defective part. 

The collier Lebanon and a government tug 
have been alongside nearly all day and have 
takeh on board all the ammunition, anchors, 
and heavy stores, in order to lighten the 
ship forward. It now floats in a natural 
position, but it drawing about ten inches 
more water than usual. Considering the 
great weight that was taken by the collier 
and tug, it is evident that an enormous quan- 
tity of water must be inside, in order to put 
a ship this size down ten inches.

York, Aug. 13.—The Morgan line 
steamer E}.Dorado, which arrived here to- 
day from Galveston, had on board a 12 year 
old boy, who was found adrift in an open 
boat about 100 miles off Georgia Aug. 10. 
He was naked and almost dead from ex- 
posure, and when found had begun to chew 
his shirt from hunger.

Capt. Prescott that, with two other boys, 
he was fishing outside the harbor of Havana, 
when the’ boat broke adrift. and they were 
unable to row it ashore.

The 
other boy was unable to swim so far, and 
remained in the boat, without food or water, 
until picked up by the EB! Dorado.

HAVANA, Aug. 13.—The mother of Joseph 
Vegas, the Cuban lad picked up off the coast 
of Georgia by the Morgan line steamer El 
Dorado, was overjoyed tonight when in- 
formed of the boy’s rescue. He had been 
given up fordead. The mother has been con- 
fined to the hospital most of the time since 
Aug. 1, the day the boys started out fishing 
in disobedience of the warnings of their rel- 
atives. Joseph is 14 years old. His father 
is dead.

$374,000 AND HAS $150. 


Declared Bankrupt in a New York 
Court, and Two Chicagoans Appear 
Among His Largest Creditors— 
Meteorfe Career in Various Enter- 
prises Is Recalled by Hi«a Latest 
‘Failure to Settle with Those to 
Whom He Is Indebted. 


New York, Aug. 13.—[Special.]—Edward 
L. Dwyer filed a petition in bankruptcy with 
the clerk of the United States District court. 
His liabilities are $374,845, nearly all In bor- 
rowed money. His assets are worth $150. 
among the largest creditors is the estate of 
Granville Ingraham of Chicago, for $53,000, 
secured by the assignment of life insurance 
policies; the estate of Benjamin E. Bates, 
Boston, $17,000; A. P. Hine, Torrington, 
Conn., $15,000; George M. Bogue, Chicago, 
$10,000; Nathanial G. Read, Boston, $40,000; 
the estate of Culver G. Thyng, Olean, N. Y., 
$12,000; and Kelly Tucker, New Haven, $10,- 
000. Most of the Habilities are secured. 


Has Had Varied Career. 

-The history of.2dward L. Dwyer reads like 
a romance. He was born in Connecticut 
43 years ago and at the age of 25 went to 
Mexico, where he realized a million dol- 
lars through the development of lands and 
the construction of a railroad. Then he 
went to Chicago and entered into wheat 
speculation, and for some time was known 
as the ‘‘ Napoleon of the eat pit.’” In his 
wheat speculation it is said he made several 
million dollars, but finally lost all. 

In 1893 he met and married the Duchess de 
Castelluchia, a New York woman, who many 
years previously had been married to an 
Italian nobleman. The duchess possessed 
many acres of orange groves in Florida. 
She was 73 years of age and Dwyer 33. Not 
long after the marriage Mrs. Dwyer died, 
leaving an estate of over $3,000,000. She 
bequeathed only $10 of this amount to Dwyer. 
The will was fought for six years, but finally 
was admitted to probate by the surrogate of 
New York City. 

Lost Several Fortunes. 

Since then he has made and lost several] 
fortunes. He has mined, built railroads in 
Mexico, had wholesale dealing in munitions 
of war with South American countries, and 
developed land improvement schemes. He 
traveled all over Europe in the interest of 
his projects.

It was almost an hour before they realized 
what had happened and recovered sufficient- 
ly to take care of the injured,

THE LAKE ERIE AFFAIR. 
The dividing line between the United 
States and Canada runs through the middle 
of Lake Erie. The waters of the lake north 
of an invisible line and the fish they contaIn 
belong to the Dominion. It has a right to 
say that none but Canadians shall! fish in 
those waters, and to arrest trespassers if 
it can and punish them. Consequently, if 
the American fishing steamer Silver Spray 
was catching fish on the wrong side of the 
imaginary line between the two countries 
it was the duty of the Canadian revenue 
cutter to pursue and ‘seize it if it could be 


While the shot from the cutter hit the 
steamer nobody was hurt. The encounter 
was bloodless, differing materially from that 
affair on the lake ninety years ago in which

A DIFFERENCE IN VALUATIONS. 

According to the careful estimate of Bion 
J. Arnold the present value of the physical 
property of the North and West Side Street 
railway companies—exclusive of land and 
buildings—for electric railway purposes to 
any corporation in a position to utilize it is 
about $11,500,000. That is a more liberal 
estimate than the one made by the board of 
assessors, or than the one submitted by the 
Union Traction company. The board puts 
down at $10,100,000 the personal property 
of the north and west side roads and of the 
Consolidated Traction company.

PROF. JOSIAH ROYCE, 


The Macmillan Company Brings Out an 
Elementary Treatise on the Subject 
with Some Practical Applications— 
The Author Draws Some New Dis- 
tinctions Between the Mental and 
the Physical Life, but Shows Their 
Wonderfully Intimate Relations. 


Josiah Royce has attained enviable distinc- 
tion as a philosophical thinker and teacher. 
He may be said to have mastered his depart- 
ment of thought to an uncommon degree. 
He is, moreover, a master in the art of clear 
expression. He can write good English. 
This is a good deal more than can be said of 
certain other academic instructors in our 
eastern universities. 

But Prof. Royce is an idealist. He can, at 
times, breathe in thin air. Nevertheless, he 
commonly sees with clearness the facts he 
has to deal with, and explains some of them 
at least with distinctness and intelligibility. 
He is a good author to read, especially if 
one wants to learn how to observe acutely 
mental facts, processes, conditions, to state 
them simply, and to pass on from one point 
to another with an agreeable sense of con- 
secutive and intellectual progress. 

One of the distinctions which he makes 
“OUTLINES OF PSYCHOLOGY "’ 

between mental life and physical life 

is this: Mental life as a series of ex- 
| perienced facts can be directly pres- 
ent to one person only, the person him- 
gelf. This is not so with physical facts. 

' While physical facts are, so to speak, “ public 
property,” mental facts or personal experi- 

ences are essentially “ private property.”’ 

Over against the “ outer ’’ physical facts are 

the inner psychical or mental facts. 

Fundamentally distinct and distinguishable 
as are these two kinds of facts, they have 
wonderfully intimate relations to each other. 

When one is observing the function of the 

human body he is studying physiology; when 

he watches and tries to put together in right 
order and relations the functions of the 
‘human mind heis studying psychology. And 
@ fascinating study it can be made to be. 
The reader, therefore, of this book, who, 
wishing to make an elementary study of the 
{Inner mind of the world, takes Prof. Royce 
for his guide, will find himself increasingly 
in serious companionship with a winsome as 
well as a knowing leader. 


“THE SPIRIT IN MAN.’’

Horace Bushnell—one may call him “ Dr.” 
if one chooses to, though any artificial title 
geems superfiuous in his case, as in that of 
Henry Ward Beecher—was born in 1802 and 
died 1876.

He was 
ene of the most vital, and so one of the most 
timely, thinkers of his generation. It may 
be said of him that he knew “ where he was 
gt.” And he understood in like manner the 
real attitude of mind on the part of other 
thinking men and women; he understood this 
often better even than they themselves did. 
And so his preaching and Christian thinking 
overcame people frequentiy with a kind of 
surprised sense of self-discovery; and this 
in a way to erable them to see the next 
thing before them, as they had not ever done 
before. And so the city of Hartford, Conn., 
where the whole of his active public life was 
spent, does well in calling its splendid public 


park—which he devised—after his name and 


fin. honoring his memory in all possible ways. 

This volume may not contain the best of his 
fermons; but they are his sermons, and he 
was a preacher with too much sense and too 
cominating a conscience to be tempted into 
shiftlessness in any preparation for his 
pulpit.

LESSON NO. 12—Closing the House for Sum- 
mer.

younger members, a spirit of unrest, 

and the house mother hears little re- 

marks and hints at a desire for change. 
Soon these hints grow into definite propor- 
tions, and some bright day, when all nature 
tempts one to get out and admire her charm- 
ing handiwork, the mother is startled by the 
proposal: “ Mother, let’s shut the house and 
‘all go into the country for three or four 
months.”’ At first it seems an impossibie 
scheme, but mother, who delights to do what 
her brood wants done, says: ‘“‘ What does 
father say? Ask him.” With youthful dis- 
regard of interwening difficulties, the young 
people attack father, and with the offhand 
promise from some of them, “ O, we will all 
pitch in, and it will not be much work,” they 
win over the father, and it is settled. This 
offer to help should be recorded by mother 
and the fulfillment of the pledge called for 
at the needed crisis. Ask the young people, 
as a first step, to save carefully all the news- 
papers—they are almost indispensable in the 
packing away of ornaments, covering pic- 
tures and books. 

Then the mother and elder sister plan the 
campaign. First the date of departure must 
be decided upon. Plan to have it soon after 
the closing of school, so that the younger 
members may have just as much of the 
change as possible, and have the change as 
radical as may be. If you live near the 
ocean, go to the mountains or rivers; if by 
the great lakes, to the western country or 
ocean. 

The day of departure should be in the mid- 
dle of the week—Wednesday or Thursday 
—as this will greatly simplify the arrange- 
ment of laundry work. Have all the more 
elaborate and dainty apparel laundered the 
week before and ready for the packing the 
first of the week of departure. The simple 
shirt waists and skirts reserved for the last 
week's wear will save much worry and an- 
noyanhte in the laundry. 

If it is your “ year¢’ for the blanket wash- 
ing (which with most old fashioned house- 
keepers is every other year), have the work 
done the week before, in the warm days of 
June, when the blankets can be dispensed 
with, which, when clean and fresh, should 
be pinned securely in cotton cloth and then 
in newspaper and put away in the packing 
closet. (Some of our good friends will tell 
us how the blankets should be treated, so as 
to be soft and fluffy, in another paper.) If 
the blankets have been properly washed 
there should be no need of moth powder, 
which will be a subject for congratulation, as 
the usefulness of the moth preventive is 
counteracted by its disagreeable odor. The 
mattress covering also should be washed.. 
and all the chamber curtains that are to 
be done at home made fresh and ready to put 
in place when the family returns. 

At least a week before the starting notes 
should be sent to the water and gas office 
in order that the water be turned off and 
the gas meter locked and the register taken, 
so that at the home coming there may be 
no unwarranted bills to be contested. 

As the day approaches have all members 
of the family select from their wardrobe 
what is to be packed and what left. 

The girls should wash, dust, and put away 
on the closet shelves or in the vacant draw-

ers all the ornaments of the various rooms, 
and arrange the dresser drawers, putting the 
underclothing away as compactly as possi- 
ble, so as to leave room for the dainty little 
trinkets and books, and then coverewith a 
double sheet of newspaper, so that al] will 
be protected from dust. 

The pictures in the chambers may be pro- 
tected also with newspapers (another little 
matter for the boys), and the larger pictures 
of the living rooms covered with old sheets 
or heavier paper. 

The rugs and heavy draperies should be 
brushed, shaken, ana smoothly folded after 
being liberally sprinkled with moth powder 
or crystals, then placed in newspapers and 
tied securely. (Again we shall let others 
tell how the rugs can be cleaned at home 
‘and not subjected to the wear and tear of the 
usual cleaner.) 

The mattress, in the clean covering, should 
on the last day be lifted from the bed, the 
springs spread with newspapers, the mat- 
tress then replaced and covered — sheets 
tucked well over all. 

The living room, dining room, ana all the 
working par®of the house should be carefully 
gone over and all the dainty ornaments care- 
fully dusted and put away in the closed china 
closets or cabinets. All the table silver and 
the toilet silver that is not to go into the 
trunk should be carefully packed in cotton 
flannel cases and sent to the safety deposit 
vault early in the week, the family using 
plate for a day or two. 

The kitehen and pantries will need careful! 
attention. All the staple groceries that can- 
not be used in the last few days put in fruit 
jars or boxes that can be tightly closed. All 
matches securely put away, so as to be Inac- 
cessible to the mice or rats, fires being easily 
started in this way. 

The preserve and pickle closet will need a 
few minutes’ attention. See that noneof the 
jars are leaking, and that the paper on the 
shelves is clean; then sprinkle a liberal 
amount of borax over all the shelves to pre- 
vent the red and black ants from approach- 
ing your goodies. 

The furnace will need looking after. Have 
it thoroughly cleaned, the pipes dusted out, 
and the register boxes in each room cleaned. 
Lift out the registers and put newspaper 
aver the openings; then, when the registers 
are replaced, no dirt can be blown up through 
them. 

Be careful that no old vegetables or dirty 
cleaning cloths are left in any part of the 
house, as oily rags have been responsible for 
many mysterious fires. 

This may all seem a difficult problem to 
work out, but, with careful planning and 
ready hands to help, it can be done with 
great satisfaction. 

The actual start should be made about 
noon, so that the last things can be done in 
the forenoon. The trunks, ready by noon, 
are sent away; the beds, used the last night, 
arranged to leave as directed; the last of the 
perishable food given to the charwoman or 
whoever has helped with the lasf day’s work; 
the water drawn from the boiler and the 
supply tank, if you have one—another job 
which the boys will enjoy. Be sure the traps 
under the bowls and sinks are full, the out- 
side blinds fastened shut, the windows 
locked, and folded paper placed over the 
meeting of the sash, and the shades drawn 
down. Then you may turn the key and go 
on your holiday, feeling reasonably sure that 
all will be well when you return, refreshed 
and ready to take up the complicated task 
of city life.

Pets of the Market are Peaches— 


The California and Michigan peaches have 
come, freestone and clingstone, yellow bru- 
nettes with cheeks of carmine and pink and 
white blondes. Do not wash them, but thor- 
oughly brush them, following the direction 
of the fuzz, with a clean whisk broom, and set 
them in a picturesque little basket, on a 
Japanese dark wooden tray, or in a glass fruit 
dish, among tree leaves. 

Or transform the delicious things into more 
elaborate dainties, as, for instance (a de- 
lectable instances) 

Peach and rice meringue—Prepare a rice 
croquette mixture. Cut peaches into quar- 
ters, plunge into boiling water to remove the 
skins, drain, and slice. Makea border of rice 
on a serving dish. Surround with halved 
peaches; inside the border dispose the 
peaches and rice in layers, sprinkling the 
peaches with sugar; cover with meringue, 
dust with sugar, and set in a slow oven for 
twenty minutes. Serve hot or cold. 

For peach mangoes, stuffed with horse 
radish, which are fascinating morsels at a 
luncheon, prepare the freestone peaches, re- 
move the stones, fill them with grated horse 
radish prepared as for table use with vine- 
gar, put the two halves together, and tie 
them firmly with silk string, then put them 
into spiced vinegar and use as wanted. 

For peach ice cream fit for the gods take 
thirty good sized peaches, a quart of cream, 
two cups of sugar, two teaspoons of almond 
extract. Pare, cut up, and mix with the 
sugar, taking between two and three cups of 
sugar if you sigh for sweets; add the cream, 
the extract, and freeze. 

Peach shortcake is one of the rarest of 
luscious shortcakes. Make a rich biscuit 
dough, for which a quart of flour, sifted with 
two teaspoons of baking powder, and a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and mixed with half a cup 
of butter, will do. Add a little more than a 
cup of milk, or, if the flour is coarse, take 
more milk until the dough can mix easily. 
Work together lightly and quickly, spread 
into a greased oblong tin, and bake for about 
twenty minutes. Then rip the topcrust from 
the bottom, lay on the bottom peaches which 
have been cut into eighths and sugared, cover 
with the top crust, and serve all cream

Should be the kitchen closets. gnett pa- 
pers should be frequently changed and the 
shelves washed with hot water and soda. 

Washing soda or strong soap suds isa good 
disinfectant. Once a day at least flush ott 
the pipes of the kitchen sink by pouring 
down a quart of boilitg water in which a 
handful of washing soda has been dis- 
solved. 

Ventilate the closets and do not let them 
give up the ghosts of all the fried and boiled 
dinners of centuries as soon as the closet 
door is opened. 

Induce a draft every morning into the closet 
by opening the doors and windows opposite 
the kitchen. 

Every house mistress ought to go through 
kitchen and pantries at least once a week, 
poke: into closets, turn out dark corners, 
and see that every nook and cranny is 
cleansed, aired, and sunmed, and that all 
odds and ends, which so quickly gather, are 
effectively disposed of. 

At least once a week, preferably oftener, 
the refrigerator must be cleared out and the 
shelves and sides scoured thoroughly. 

Use hot water with soda, followed by plain 
hot water or soap and water. 

Pour hot soda water down the ice water 
pipe, clean the ice water pan thoroughly, and 
leave the refrigerator open to air for a time. 

Keep the refrigerator where the outdoor 
air can reach it, im the vestibule or exten- 
sion. 

Do not throw away food tidbits, not a thing, 
but use them soon.

FIGHTING 'TAXES. 


Reviewers Say It Should Pay 
for Eight Years on Land 
. Not Used for Canal. 


VALUATION “IS 


$200,000. 


Only Small Reductions May Be 
Expected on Real Estate 
in Hyde Park. 


Should the sanitary district be compelled 
to pay taxes for eight years back on reality 
held by it, but not In actual use for canal 
purposes? The members of the board of re- 
view believe the tax should be assessed, 
while the sanitary commissioners declare 
the land should be exempt because they ex- 
pect to use it for canal purposes. The courts 
will be asked to arbitrate the matter as soon 
as attorneys of the two bodies can agree on 
details of a test case. 

Attorney John C. Richberg of the assessors 


made the suggestion that the sanitary dis- 


trict should be assessed this year on land 
valved at $200,000, arid that it also could be 
made to pay back taxes for each year since 
‘it came into possession of the realty. Ricti- 
berg was supported by an opinion from At- 
torney Frank Shepard of the reviewers. The 
reviewers called in the sanitary commis- 
sioners, of whom Zina R. (Carter and W. H. 
Baker were given a hearing yesterday, with 
Attorney P. C. Haley of the sanitary dis 
trict. 

The land is adjacent to the river and canal 
in Chicago and Lyons. Part of it was pur- 
chased in 185, while some, especially in 
Chicago, Was bought more recently. Re- 
viewer West held that the district should 
pay taxes so long as the land was held idle 
or was earning rentals. The board agreed 
in this view and decided to have Attorney 
Haley, for the district, andyAttorneys Rich- 
berg and Shepard, for the taxing godies, 
prepare a test case. 


Few Decreases in Hyde Park. 


Realty owners in Hyde Park need not hope 
for much of a general reduction from the 
assessors’ valuations. The assessors’ in- 
crease over the reviewers’ figures of a year 
ago was 11.8 per cent, or $4,198,880. The re- 
viewers’ first day of hearing complaints led 
to this statement by a member last evening: 

“ Land values in Hyde Park as fixed by the 
assessors are below rather than above the 
actual values. The assessment on improve- 
ments, especially in the case of buildings 
erected for the world's fair, are too great 
when compared with the rental values of the 
properties. Théy will be cut to the basis of 
rentals.”’ 

Among the pieces of Hyde Park realty 
acted upon yesterday was a tract of forty lots 
in Drexel & Smith's subdivision of block 8, 
owned by George C. Walker. It was assessed 
at $194,960 in 1902, and the assessors raised it 
to $301,000 this year. The reviewers could 
not understand the 50 per cent increase and 
reduced the assessors’ estimate 15 per cent, 
“leaving $255,850. 


Heavy Cut on West Side. 


The board also did some slashing in_a 
tract on the west side, 1,275 feet frontage 
in Throop street, between Twenty-second 
street and the river. The land is 6wned 
by Francis Biedler, and was assessed at 
almost $140a foot, aggregating $167,320. The

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
Dr. Reilly Favors a Cheesecloth Screen 
to Filter the Air Breathed, While 
Dr. Jaques Inclines to the Theory | 
of Inoculation, Which Has Been 
Tested in Germany—Chicago Ath- 
letic Club to Have Security Company 
Sign Ite Liquor license Bond. 


The health department is now working on 
the hay fever problem. All the bacteriolo- 
gists connected with the department have 
agreed that the trouble is caused by the 
pollen of certain flowers and weeds, but have 
‘different theories of a.cure. Dr. Reilly, the 
head of the laboratory, has devised a simple | 
preventive for himself by arranging a screen 
of cheesecloth through which all the air he 
breathes must be filtered. He declares that 
this filtering of air taken into the lungs will 
act as a sure defense against the disease. 

Dr. Jaques, however, holds to the theory 
that an inoculation against the malady is 


periments recently made in Berlin. These 
experiments took the form of boiling the 
pollen of the plants suspected of carrying 
the poison and vaccinating the patient with 
the antitoxin produced. Dr. Jaques says 
advices from Berlifi have shown the practice 
to be effective, but it has never been tried in 
this country.

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Two Cent Advance on Great 
Strength Northwest and 
Better Export Demand. 


CORN STEADY, BUT DULL. 


Warmer Weather West Tempers 
Bullish Sentiment — Oats 
and Provisions Firm. 


It was a day of jolts in the wheat market, 
the last and severest. of the September 
shorts who were shaken out of their indiffer- 
ence to the small receipts and lowered crop 
estimates because foreign buyers seemed 
to have been jarred out of their indifference 
to prospective supplies from this country. 
There was an advance of 1%c in this market 
to S2c, with the price bumping hard against: 
the top at the close, which was Sl%c. De- 
ferred futures were not so strong, but did 
fairly well, making gains of 1\%c for De- 
cember and ic for May, closing respectively 
at 82i,c sellers and 84%c sellers. The prices 
were the highest of the crop, September lc 
higher than it has sold before. The im- 
proved export demand was one of the chief 
factors in the advance, two-thirds of which 
came in the last hours of the session. There 
were advices from the seaboard early that 
more business had been done the day before 
than had been reported, estimates finally 
raised as high as 75 loads, and at the close 
there were claims of new business today of 
35 loads, making a total of 880,000 bu for the 
two days. While there were come carping 
contradictions as to the size and genuineness 
of the export demand, some reports only 
512,000 bu, it was so much bigger than any- 
thing reported for months that it finally im- 
pressed the trade, encouraging new buying 
and convincing shorts it might be better to 
cover first and investigate later. 


Northwest Crop Outlook. 


One of the first jolts of the day was in the 
northwest markets, Minneapolis moving

Rockefeller taitk higher prices for securities? 

Does he believe because of information 

gained through the bank that industrial con- 
ditions promise great improvement, and, in 
consequence, a marked return of puDlic cén~- 
fidence in securities, and for that reason is 
he bulling the market in ofdér to sell lines 
accumulated at lower prices? 
* Or, knowing the industrial condition of 
the country, and believing a check in trade 
may be expected and consequent apathy in 
the stock market, is he bulling prices at 
this time in order to make a@ market on 
which to sell large holdings before the re- 
action in business shall come? . 

Even cursory consideration of the rela- 
tion between the prices of securities, the 
value of the holdings of large New York 
insurance companies, and the community of 
interest existing between Wail street and 
financial ingtitutions suggests a powerful 
reason for at some time cheeking the de- 
cline in stocks, It has been a matter of 
opinion when such support would come. 
Whether it would be after the low prices 
of jast week or whether further declines 
would be first permitted. But it was inevita- 
ble the demoralization should be stopped 
to prevent widespread disaster. The pub- 
lic, as is well known, declined to make pur- 
chases evén at such tempting returns as 6 
per cent, and the banking interests had to 
stop the demoralization themseivés. They 
have done it in asummary way. Yesterday 
these stocks were again coming on the mar- 


ket. 
As London Sees Markets. 


The London Statist, in discussing English 
and American securities markets, says 
among other things: 

“The scarcity of capital both here and in 
the United States cannot fail to act as a 
check on trade. The exceptional activity 
in the home trade of the last few years has 
been due ‘to the enormous expenditures of 
the municipal authorities both out of taxes 
and borrowed resources. The municipal au- 
thorities can no longer freely borrow money. 
Consequently they must reduce their capital 
commitments, and this will tend to check 
trade. 

“The opposition of shareholders to the 
issue of further capital for our railways, and 
the relatively low prices at which stock has 
to be sold by the railway companies, is tend- 
ing to check the vast capital outlays on our 
railways. We anticipate that in 1904 the 
excessive supply of new securities will be 
reduced, and that capital will begin to accu- 
mulate. Hence purchases of securities with 
a fixed rate of interest are to be strongly 
commended for those who are in a position 
to pay for their stocks and to hold them until 
next year. — 

** Further, in view of the considerable fall 
that has occurred in American railway se- 
curities, it is possible there may be a little 
further shrinkage. The dearth of capital 
in the United States at the present time is 
as great or greater than it is in this country, 
and, as the state of trade is even more active 
than it is here, prices of securities have se- 
verely suffered. Next year trade in the 
United States may begin to decline and capi- 
tal to accumylate. Consequently, the course 
of prices of American securities may be simi- 
lar to that of British securities.” °

ROCK ISLAND-FRISCO LINE 
SEEKS NEW WESTERN OUTLET. 


Scheme to Purchase Half: Interest in 
Santa Fe Road West of Albuquerque 
to Secure Entry to Pacific. 


Having secured an Independent outlet to 
the Atlantic seaboard by acquiring a large 
interest in the Seaboard Air Line, the Rock 
Island-Frisco interests are said to be seek- 
ing an independent outlet to the Pacific coast. 
This they expect to accomplish by purchas- 
ing a half interest in the Santa Fé lines west 
of Albuquerque. 

The Santa Fé people here doubt the correct- 
ness of this report, and say that control of 
that system cannot be purchased in the open 
market, nor is there any interest with hold- 
ings large enough to transfer the contro] of 


does not preclude the possibility of an inter- 
ohange of securities between the two sys- 
tems whereby the Rock Island might secure 
equal right over the Santa Fé lines west of 
Albuquerque, 


Would Benefit Both Roads. 


Such an arrangement would be of great 
benefit to both roads, as the Santa Fé would 
no longer have to meet the competition of 
the Rock Island, and the latter would secure 
a shorter line to southern California than it 
now has via El Paso and the Southern 
Pacific. 

None of the interests concerned in the pur- 
chase of the Seaboard Air Line securities 
would announce the terms of the transaction. 
A persistent report was that 51 per cent of 
the common stock, or about 241,000 shares, 
changed hands—a part for cash and a part 
by way of option. The prices were quoted 
at 15% for common, 30 for preferred cash, and 
20 for common and 40 for preferred on the 
option basis. "One man concerned said the 
cash figures quoted were wrong, but would 
neither confirm nor deny the quotations of 
20 for common and 40 for preferred. 

A trackage arrangement is being talked 
of whereby passenger trains of both the 
Santa Fé and Rock Island use jointly, east 
of Albuquerque, portions of the Rock Island, 
Frisco, and Chocktaw lines, thereby short- 
ening materially the Santa Fé route between 
Chicago and Albuquerque. The Santa Fé is 
building an extension from Albuquerque 
east which, it is understood, will connect 
with the Rock Island-Frisco system near 
Amarilla. 

The Seaboard Air line adds 2,611 miles of 
road to the Rock Island-Frisco system. It 
extends from Richmond, Va., to Tampa, 
Fla., with branches extending west to Mont- 
gomery and Birmingham and east to Charles- 
ton, Wilmington, and Norfolk. Under a 
traffic agreement with the Pennsylvania a 
through passenger and freight service is 
maintained between Washington and New 


York.

Cantwell Says Deposed Chief of Police 
Will Lead Posse of Fifty Against 
the Bookmakers.

a posse will be led tomorrow by Chris Lange, 
the suspended chief of police. Cantwell as- 
serts the raids will be extended to Haw- 
thorne on the opening of that track next 
week.

INSURANCE MEN DISAGREE 
OVER SURPLUS LINE LAW. 


Actuary Brinkerhoff of State Depart- 
ment Requested to Come Here to 
Straighten Out Disputed Points.
